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Homemade swivel jig lets you cut 
many decorative patterns 


Since grinder rotates as well as swivels, this jig 
lets you cut variety of geometric designs (samples 
above). Though not hard to make, it requires care to 
avoid extra play in either action. Indexer disk and 
hole in stand are accurately formed by mounting 
on faceplate and turning in lathe. Swivel is turned by 
mounting on a screw center. Use maple for these 
parts. Jig is tack-nailed or clamped to face of work.
